Unlike 
limbs, its flexibility gives it as wide a range 
of positions as the buman erm can take; and 
thus the elephant can ascertain the relations

other creatures save the Primates. Again, the 
trunk can grasp bodies of every size, from a 
pea toa tree-stump, and by this means can 
perceive a far greater variety of tangible forms 
than any of thelower mammalia.

Fartber, the trunk’s tubular structure fits it 
for many hydrauhc experiments that disclose 
sundry mechanical properties of water, un- 
known to other quadrupeds. 

Passing to the very intelligent @n- 
thfopoid apes, we find the hands so 
modified as to admit of more com- 
plete opposition of the thamb and fingers; the 
bones of the forearms 60 articulated as to give 
the hands greater powers of rotation; the 
arms attached tothe body in such a manner 
as allows them iacreased range of lateral 
movement. Lastly, in man all developed sci- 
ence, dealing as it does with measured resulta, 
is lineally descended from that simplest kind 
of measurement achieved by placifig side by 
side the bodies held in the hands. And the 
undeveloped sciences, depending either oa 
experiments requiring skillful manipulation, 
oron observations implying dissections and 
other analogous procedures, could not have 
reached this stage in the absence of a highly- 
developed manual dexterity.

Miss Hosmer, traveling to Swit- 
zerland withthe sculptor Gibson, took 
charge (in compassion for. his helpless- 
ness out of his studio) of him and his lug- 
gage, which consisted of three pieces, one 
ef which was a hat-box.. She noticed that 
the box was never opened. After their 
return to Rome, she asked what was the 
object of taking the hat-box on a tour and 
giving her the trouble of looking after it.

Greeks for the number three,’ and 
that was all the explanation she ever re- 
ceived. 

Gibson was right. The Greeks divided 
their deities into three classes: celestial, 
terrestrial, and infernal.

The divinetriad of the Persians was 
represented by a large circle, in the cen- 
tre of which was the upper part of the 
buoman figure joinéd to the body and wings 
of adove. The circle, emblem of eternity, re- 
presented Zarouan, their supreme being; 
the human figure, Ormuz, and the dove, 
Mithra—thought, word, and action. A 
similar representation is found among 
the basreliefs at Nimroud, near Nineveh, 
as well as among the ruins of ancient 
Babylon and Phenicia. 
In Fndia is Braham, the creative 
and the triad—Bram ishnu, an 
In remembrance of this triad, they wore a 
sacred cord of three threads, called the 
Zennar, next their bodies. 
The Celts and Goths had their triads 
of deities. The Druids found the trinity in 
the mistletoe, because,its leaves and ber- 
ries were formed in clusters of three _unit- 
ed in one stalk. Th ons of Dru- 
ids were formed three times round—invo- 
cations were thrice repeated—their songs 
were in triads. Gaul was divided into 
three provinces; its people into three class- 
es; the hierarchy o ids into three gra~ 
ditions.

In Pharaoh's dream,, the 
seven fat and seven lean kine, and the 
seven ears of & and seven ears of 
blighted corn, denoted seven years of 
famine. Jacob mourned seven days for 
Rachel, and so did Joseph for Jacob. The 
same time was decreed for Saul. 

Much ofthe Jewish ritual was geverned 
by the number seven. The seventh day 
was the Sabbath. The seventh year was 
one of rest and called the Sabbatical year. 
and the grand jubilee wasat the end of 
seven times seven years. The slaves of 
the Hebrews were to be freed the seventh 

ear. The consecration of the priest 

asted seven days. The high-priest wore 
seven things: a robe, an embroide coat, 
breast-plate, an ephod, a mitre,’ a girdle, 
and a plate of gold. At the Passover the 

Israelites were to eat unleavened bread 
seven days. The bloéd of the sacrifice 
for a sin-offering for the cleansing of a 
leper, &c., was to be ~ if cao before the 
Lord seven times. The house ofa leper 
was closed for seven days, and afterward 
sprinkled seven times. The priest was to 
sprinkle the oil seven times. The golden 
candlestick had seven branches supportin 
seven burning lamps. Festivals were cel- 
ebrated seven days in succession, as the 
Feast of Tabernacles. The sacrifices 
were seven or twice seven lambs. When 
the ark was brought from Oben to Edom 
to Jerusalem, seven bullocks and seven 
rams were sacrificed. 

Seven nations were to be delivered into 
the hands of the Isracliteg before they 
could possess the land of Camaan. They 
were seven years in conquering that land. 
At the destraction of Jericho, the city 
was compassed seven days in succession, 
the seven priests beseing seven rams 
horns, and on the seveath day they com- 
passed the city seven times, when ‘the 
walls fell. 

Balaam, by the axprens command of God, 
offered seven bullocks and seven rams in 
sacrifice upon seven altars. The sacrifice 
of Asa was seven hundred oxen and 
seven hundred sheep. Reset, voos he 
cleansed the heuge of the Lord of its abom- 
inations, sacrificed seren bullocks and 
seven rams. And God commanded the 
friends of Job to purify themselves by the 
same Offering. bullock seven years old 
was sacrificed after the destruction of the 
altar of Baal and the holy groves.

THE ORIGIN OF THE ENGLISH. 


The earliest historical records of Britain, 
as furnished by Cesar, Strabo and Tacitus, 
show that the physical characteristics of 
eepoeme were very nearly the same as 
at present day. In the southeastern 
and northern parts ofthe island the inhab- 
itants were tall, fair and blue-eyed, with 
hair Varying in hue from yellow to red; 
while in the central and western parts they 
were sho dark-complexioned, black- 
haired and black-eyed. e@ two races in 
those days inhabited tolerably well defined 
localities; but at the present time, ow- 
ing to a variety of causes, such as foreign 
conquest, and intermixture of blood with 
other nations, change of manners, food, 
domestic habits, &c., the two types and 
their intermediate gradations are to be 
found side by side inall parta of England. 
Nay, even in the same family may some- 
times be found children of both and 
the population is now about as heteroge- 
neous as can well be. But there is a vast 
difference in one respect between the an- 
Britons. In Cx-
